other that they would engage in conduct that constituted the offense, and the defendant and Enrique Aguirre Jr., Luis Angel Jimenez, 
Marco Antonio Elizondo, Oved Alejandro Ponce, Jorge Elias Mar tinez i _andRqcio_Hernandez Barajas performed an overt act in 
pursuance of the agreement, namely gunpoint and hold them against their will.

Mile Line on Farm to Market Road 492,||^||^||||||BH^HHH|HJ^inr^ to an aggravated kidnapping that 
occurred in the area, north of 5 Mile Line' rural Mission, Hidalgo County, 

Texas. 

Sheriffs Deputies made contact with the reporting party who stated that two individuals. BWBPWrt 
were taken at gunpoint from the residence on Janice Street. Several armed men with handguns and 
vehicles and forced them into the vehicles taking them by force. Sheriffs Investigators were able to obtain witness and victim 
statements regarding the incident.

Sheriffs Investigators interviewed Luis Angel Jimenez who provided a voluntary statement of accused and admitted to being in contact 
with Enrique Aguirre, who through photo line ups was identified by two other co-defendants as being the leader of the kidnappers. Luis 
also admitted to being in contact with Enrique before and after the kidnapping. 


Investigators identified another suspect and questioned him regarding the incident and he admitted to the offense and implicated several 
individuals to include: Enrique Aguirre Jr., Luis Angel Jimenez, Victor Luna, Jose Alfredo Chavez, Marco Antonio Elizondo, Oved 
Alejandro Ponce, and two male juveniles that committed the offense of Aggravated Kidnapping to include Rocio Hernandez Barajas 
who provided the weapons for the offense. The suspect further provided location^m^^HHDrive in the city of Palmview, Hidalgo 
County, Texas where the victims were taken to for questioning and beat and in the city °f San Juan, Hidalgo 

County, Texas, where the weapons ancMrodyannor were kept. The suspect also stated that one of the other suspects accidentally shot the 
ceiling with a gun at the residence on|^^|and identified the owner of that house to be “Chivo” who he identifie^^j^ose Alfredo 
Chavez. Through law enforcement records, Investigators were able to show that Jose Alfredo Chavez resides at^^JJJ^Drivc. 


Sheriffs Investigators located the residence on 
warrants at the residences, recovering several bullet proof vest carriers, 


and executed search 

JafHstinieTmets, rifle magazines, masks, and a bullet hole at the 


residences. During one of the search warrants, Investigators made contact with a witness and neighbor at
